Washington-Man And Myth 


As each passing: year takes us fur­ 


ther aw ay from the era when George 


Washington lived, it would appear to 


be increasingly harder to form a pie* 


ture of the man as he actually was. 
He would seem to each succeeding gen­ 
eration more and more like a demigod 
and less like a man. 


Happily, that is not the case. 
In 
fact, we have a more accurate estima­ 
tion of Washington today than was 
held by 19th century historians, who 
were close to him in time. 


While they are important, it is not 
due entirely to newly discovered pa­ 
pers written by Washington or his con­ 
temporaries 
or to 
hitherto 
unkown 
facts coming to light. Rather, it is due 
to the spirit motivating modern stu­ 
dents of American history— the need 
for allowing facts, not sentiment, to 
form our opinions. This is one advan­ 
tage of being far removed from a his­ 
torical event or period. 
The early writers, probably uncon­ 
sciously, were looking for a symbol. 


The nation was still young and had no 
long line of illustrious heroes. W a s h ­ 
ington was the obvious choice since to 
nearly all he personified the Revolution 
and the Republic. Thus he could do no 
wrong. Adverse criticism was ignored 
and the real man w a s buried beneath 
volumes of eulogising 
This does not mean th at m odern 
wTiters are bent merely on 
proving 
W ashington had feet of clay. On the 
contrary, the more we accept his h u ­ 
m an foibles and his failings, tho more 
respect we have for his accom plish­ 
ments. Surely it is no feat for a d em i­ 
god to he a hero. T here is no credit to 
W ashington in m aintaining he was in­ 
fallible, at the expense of depreciating 
the w'ork of Congress and innum erable 
o ther fine men. 
W e can truly revere George W a s h ­ 
ington now. on the 228th anniversary 
of his birth — not as a man who was 
faultless, but as a m an who rose above 
the ordinary to help write one of the 
most significant and inspiring pages in 
the history of the world. 


He Earned It- 


Not long ago a news picture made 


the rounds showing the ex-dictator of 


Argentina, Juan Peron, as he appears 


today in Spain. It offered a sharp com­ 


ment cm the wrages of the fallen dicta­ 
tor. 


N ow 64. Peron seemed to have few 
gray hairs. 
But 
his facial 
muscles 
sagged badly, and his eyes told of the 
emptiness of defeat and a barren fu­ 
ture. 


Obviously well fixed financially, he 
nevertheless is committed to w a n d e rin g 
w he rever bo can find brief refuge. He 
hat had several te m p o ra ry homes in 


the western hem isphere, and no one 
can tell where he may go next. 
In the first y e a rs after his toppling 
in 1955. it was often feared he m ight 
try a comeback, b a nking on the sizable 
re m n a n ts of his support in Argentina. 
T h a t prospect now seems increasingly 
remote. 
This man who at the height of his 
p ow er set rigid rules as to how his 
people could live, is sentenced today to 
a futile existence in which he can do 
no more than w a tc h others live. 
He is a disconsolate spectator at a 
p a r a d e he once headed. It is a pu n ish ­ 
ment he richly earned.

W e in the W est are bound to view 
with mixed feelings the em ergence of 
France into m em bership in the world 
nuclear club. 
Ah a military man and leader de­ 
voted to the restoration of his coun­ 
t r y ’s form er priory, French President 
Charles de Gail I lo understands the d e ­ 
cisive charaetei of nuclear w eapons in 
modern w a rfare. 
With evident logic, he seeks this 
mean- of givin# France a larg e r voice 
both in world affairs and within N A TO 
and other W estern councils. 
The ex- 
nFudon of an atomic device in the 
S ahara is intended as at least a partial 
cure for an inferiority which

from the early years of W orld W a r II. 
Possibly there will he in fact some 
gain to the W e st if F rance gets a feel­ 
ing of g re a te r equality from having en­ 
tered the select nuclear circle, and 
from having freed itself, to an extent, 
from nuclear d ependence on the United 
States and Britain.

From November 29-30, 
1958, Dr. Carl C. Clark, 
head of the Biophysics Di­ 
vision of the Aviation Med­ 
ical 
Acceleration Labora­ 
tory, U. S. Naval Air De­ 
velopment Center, 
Johns­ 
ville, Pa., rode the lab’s 
giant 
centrifuge 
at 
2g 
(gravity) for 24 hours. 
This is equal to spending 
a day in a sealed capsule 
on Jupiter — the largest 
planet in the solar system. 
This is because the gravity 
of Jupiter is twice that of 
earth. 
During this time Dr. Clark cook­ 
ed, ate, slept, stood up, 
made 
medical examinations of himself. 
wrote down the results of th^se 
examinations, typed some of them, 
and generally carried out the ac­ 
tivities of everyday life. He re­ 
duced 
dizziness 
and 
nausea 
as 
much as possible by making only 
slow head motions whenever they 
were needed. 
Toward the end of the 24 hour 
experiment Dr. Cark found sit­ 
in g upright at 2g was accompanied 
by faintness. This was the same 
sort of faintness that results from 
getting up too fast at Ig. 
Space E xercises

I is because if the 2g acceleration 
for 24 hours were in a straight line 
the rocket would be traveling 3.8 
million miles per hour 45 million 
miles away from earth by the end 
of this period. 
Using 2g acceleration half way to 
Mars and 2g deceleration the o.h 
cr half a .space ship could get 
there in 42 hours This, obviously, 
is quite a bit shorter than the 
even months coasting required 
to bring a chemical rocket to 
Mars, or even the three months 
coasting flight with an atomic 
rocket. 


Using this same method of 2g 
acceleration half way and 2g de­ 
celeration half way a trip to the 
moon would take 3{2 hours. The 
same kind of a trip across the 
country would take only 15 minutes.
